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Wiiat is wrote here is a very short essay on what to expect when dealing with the 
D.H.S.S, It tries to simplify the complicated procedure which lias been created to 
deter you from claiming benefit » IT IS NOT A GOSPEL ON TIE WORKINGS OF SOCIAL SECURITY 
IT IS PERSONAL EXIER3EN0E3 AS THATS THE ONLY GUIDE WS HAVE, TIE D.H.S.S, IS FAR TOO 

INC ONSISTANT TO SAY 5 THIS IS HOW IT WORKS WHAT HE DO SAY IS THIS IS WHAT HAS 

HAPPENED. The D.H.S.S. and the procedures for making claims are very tedious, intimida- 
ting and highly boring. They are created to piss you off so try stay as calm as uoss 1 
for as long as poss 1 before eventually erupting into a crescendo of verbal abuse * 

Expect no help from anyone working at either the unemployment office or the D.H.S.S. - 
b hey treat you like shit and do their best to alienate you* We hope the following will 
help you when dealing with the DJI. 3. 3* 

When making a fresh claim you must go to your local signing-on office. 
Go to the desk entitled •enquiries* and ring the bell. Explain you wish to make a 
claim. Here they will ask various questions ranging from name & address to your last 
place of employment, when you left school, college or whatever. You will have to fill 
in a couple of forms. Having done this you'll be appointed a signing on date and given 
a U.G40. The UB40 will explain what time and date to sign on. They will also give you 
a big purple form to fill in, in your own time, a 331, Basically its an irrelevant ques- 
fcionaire crying into your private life, but if you dont fill it in & post it off to 
the D.H.S.S, you f ll get fuck—all. Do this as soon as’ poss*. 

s “ ^ our date, time <A box number for signing on will be written on your U33/i.O 

which you bring with you when signing on. Hake sure you join the correct queue - the 

box number will be above tho desk or in some oases on the desk, just look for your No. 
When your turn to sign on oomes you -11 have /bo put your signiture on a piece of paper, 
which the clerk passes to you. Theoretically, you will rocieve your giro 2 days later. 
However if you've just made a fresh claim you *3.1 have to wait at least 5 weeks before 

you begin to get a giro. Dont worry - you get all the money back dated. If you dont - 

go kick up a fuss until you do] 

is standard form of payment from both S.S and the unemployment 
benefit office. It is a sort of cheque that you sign and take to the post office which 
you arranged to cash your giros at. You may be asked for proof of I.D., of which ever- 
yday things like buspasses, etc aren't valid So always have a birth certificate at 
hand, otherwise you’3.3. be faced with urncssacary hassles * 


..honover dealing with the D.H.S.S. in anyway whatsoever "you'll soon got tho fooling 
that you aint looked upon too highly. Infact the majority of clerks troat you like 
scroungers, drop - cuss, lazy sods who stay in bed all day - ignore those fools who 
put themselves on podastals like Kings & Queens. Remember, for hundreds of years the 
working classes have slaved their guts out working for this system, some even being 
fatally injured or killed. That money is yours a thousand times over, its been inher- 
ited by every minute stolen from tho working classes working to keep tho ruling class- 
es in power, Jusb point that out, ii you get hassle. You've as much right as you want 
to that money. Dont feel ashamed.

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HOUSING IkilWAFIT Yet another boring procedure, but by novj you've como to 
expect no uhing loss than that# First thing to clo wh.oth.or you're already signing on or 
xiot is to go to tho local signing on office# If you aro already signing on, using an 
address in the same locality as that which you aro about to move to — you go to the 
desk entitled 'enquiries * , toll them you f ve had a change of circumstance # If you are 
moving to a new area,, go to the loca,l signing on office and go to the desk entitled 
inquiries 1 , explain you've just moved there and wish to sign on in this area,# 

Whatever your circumstances they will ask the usual questions, name & (new) address, 
previous employment, etc# Having done that you *11 get r, now UJ34-0 and assigned a, new 
date, time and box number for signing on. You will also be given a new B1 to fill in. 
In the B1 is a section on housing, this you fill in as to your now accomadat ion and 
post, or take it by hand, _hmii_%acl iatoly to tho D#H#S.S. Yet again, theoretically two 
days later you should rocieve two things ) a) a note saying how your benefit is worked 
out and. how much you will rocieve weekly, b) a yellow *rent form*. If, after waiting 
a week, you still havont recievod the above mentioned then get down to the D#H#S*S# 
and ask why you havent and while your at it get yourself the rent form mentioned, 

Tho yellow rent form asks the usual questions associated with this business as vie 11 
as going into more detail as to your rent, bills, rates etc. Fill this in immeadiately 
and post it off to the DIRACT 0RATI1 OF FINAi.OA, in the envelope provided with tho rent 
form# You will also have to sond evidence of rent payments, such as a rent book# 

How the problems begin - until they got your rent sorted out you* 11 have to pay it 
out of your own pocket# Which basically means you are penniless never mind noteless! 
However, when its all sorted out you get it all back dated, so you can go play rich 
wo/ man for the day and get incredible pissed! Waiting for the bastards to sort your 
rent out oan be and is frustrating# People have been known to wait up to 3 months to 
get their rent sorted out# Although between 6 — 8 weeks appears to be .usual procedure# 
If you get fed up waiting start, to phono thorn up, go down and see them, complain, 
annoy *om, get *em angry. Wot angry! Gottin* Angry!? is easy*

an example to, hopefully, make it easier to wider stand#) This should be a relatively 
simple procedure but, guess what, it isnti.If you need., for example, a £50 bond & 

£20 rent up front before you. can move into a flat or whatever# This is what you do. 

Get the landlord to give you a letter saying where you will be living, how much the 
rent co bond are, where he lives etc# Take this along to tho signing on office, go to 
the enquiries desk, tell them, you ?re moving into this place at, for example, tho 
weekend - you need a £50 bond + £20 rent uo front. You will bo asked to show the 
letter from tho landlord# Having done this ask for it back# You will have to answer 
what has become. the obligatory questions and will thon be given a B1 and in some oases 
a now UB40. Fill this in immeadiately and take it by hand to tho D.H.S.S# Onco there 
go to tho appropriate floor, walk in the room - thcros a ticket machine, pull a ticket 
out and go sit down and wait# The time you will have to wo.it for your number to come 
up oan bo anything from 10 mins to 2 hours, so you*d be well advised to take something 
to read with you# On the wall is a clock, when your ticket number appears go to the 
booth. Explain you need a £50 bond + £20 rent etc, and that you have a letter from 
your landlord and a B1 already filled in. The clerk will take the B1 and the letter 
and toll you it'll bo sorted out# Bo nothing until the next day# Ring them up first 
uhing in the morning and ask for tho 'housing dept * toll them you urgently require 
the bond <x rent and why hasnt. it como? With a lot of hard work it should arrive the 
dry before its needed in girochcque form. Give the Giro to the landlord as you cant 
oasli it# If you dont w ant to wait for them to send you the rent form go down and get 
it# 

Wether tho above method works overyt ime i»vo no idea but it worked for mo, you can 
only try# As to the question about claiming bonds, few people realise you can claim 
them. I was once told that by 'law* they have to get you a bond on time but that is 
something i fail to believe in. Having seen how beuracratic tho D.H.o.o. is, you can 
expect nothing but shit from them.

The government has finally announced its long- imminent proposal to effectively 
force any unemployed school leavers into Youth Training Schemes by destroying 
their present entitlement to Supplementary Benefit. Although the final decision 
won't be made until Spring, it is almost certain to be passed, making the "slave 
labour” (the scheme has long been recognised for what it is by most of "the 
youth”) obligatory. A very sinister move from the same group of scum who recently 
brought you Cruise missiles and civil war (in the form of the miners’ strike), 
and just in time for International Youth Year too! 

The reason for the move is obvious. If you are on a YTS you are not counted 
as being unemployed, and so the government, by forcing people into shitty schemes 
where they are ripped off to an even greater extent than they are in NORMAL wage 
labour because of being labelled as ."youth”, are trying to use this form of 
conscription to lake tne unemployment figures, in order to create an illusion of 
setting rignt the economic situation Tn -.X nave created.
